The resolution would in effect 
supplant both an earlier Russian 
plan and a previously submitted 
Western proposal. 
The United States has said it

working methods. 
Stefan Wierblowski of Poland, in­ 
troducing the new resolution, said 
support for it from the Western 
Big Three would show' the sincer­ 
ity of their expressed hopes for 
arms reduction.

in the future. 
Bu t Ohio’s plight—brought out in 
an unofficial analysis of 19 50 farm 
cen su s figures—is not frightening 
agriculture 
experts. 
They 
have 
some good explanations to cover 
some amazing statistics. Those sta­ 
tistics show the staggering loss in 
the number of farms in the 19 45- 
19 50 period, the loss in farm lands 
and drop in population. 
For purposes of an al ys i s , 
farms In IO counties in each of 
three distinct farming areas In 
Ohio—level corn belt farming ar­ 
eas, rolling.’general farming and 
dairying areas, and hilly, wood­ 
land, general farming areas— 


were selected for the lnrvey. The 
study showed: 
The 30 counties had 79 .227 farms 
in 19 45. and 70,019 in 19 50, a toss 
of 9 .208.

Sitterley say s part of it is due to 
the spreading out of industry which 
swallows up farm land, and exten­ 
sion of suburban building areas. 
Some is due to farm land taken 
away for highway construction. In 
Southeastern Ohio, decline in acre­ 
age is due to poor land going back 
Ito woodland, he said.

Perhaps the most disturbing fac­ 
tor in Ohio agriculture is the drop 
in farm population and movement 
of farm people to industrial areas 
where they have an opportunity for 
higher wages. 
Some (rf the slack Is taken ap 
by modern farm machinery and 
modern farming practices which 
can accomplish more with less 
labor than formerly. Rut it la a 
fact, too. that farm labor has 
been a desperate need in some 
areas, and the outlook still looks 
bleak. 
Agriculture 
leaders 
point 
out 
many examples of farmers raising 
large families—only to find after 
the children are grown up that 
they have left the farm for indus­ 
try and business—leaving “ Dad 
and Mom" 
to carry on. 
When 
“ Dad" retires, the farm usually is 
sold. 
Perhaps a neighbor will take 
some of the acreage for cultiva­ 
tion. making his own farm larger 
Thus, a farm will be lost—chiefly 
because there’s no one to carry on.

Tighter Civilian 
Grip On Military 
Needed, Mac Says 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 - 
— 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, an old 
professional soldier, cautions that 
civilian control over the military 
should be strengthened 
to 
pre­ 
vent ' ‘freedom’s destruction." 
MacArthur, writing in the Am­ 
erican Legion magazine, particu­ 
larly mentioned Universal Military 
Training as a program over which 
civilian direction should be para­ 
mount. 
Congress already has laid the 
groundwork for UMT. Further leg­ 
islation needed to put it into effect 
is scheduled to come before the 
lawmakers early next year. 
Policy control of the training 
would be under the direction of 
a five-man commission, three of 
whom must be civilians. 
MacArthur said the program for 
expansion of the armed services 
and UMT, “ while intended and de­ 
signed to strengthen freedom’s de­ 
fense, carries within itself the very 
germs to freedom’s destruction. 
“ For it etches the pattern to a 
military state which, historically 
under control of professional mili­ 
tary thinking in constant search 
for means toward efficiency, has 
found in freedom possibly its great­ 
est single impediment. 
“ To avoid this historic pitfall, it 
is essential that civilian control 
over the citizen army be extended 
and intensified. 
“ Particularly is this true in the 
administration of the program of 
Universal Military Training, if the 
youth of our land is to avoid being 
corrupted into a legion of subserv­ 
ience to the 
so-called 
military 
mind."

MOST people ere familiar with 
hernia through the usual 
ques­ 
tions asked in employ ment an d 
on insurance applications. 
They 
usually think of this con d ition as 
a break in the abdominal wall 
due to ov erstrain while workin g. 
It Is fairly common, howev er, for 
y oung children to hav e hernia. 
Rupture, or hernia, ta an 
ab­ 
normal opening in the 
tissues 
and protrusion of part of the or­ 
gans normally inside. It may oc­ 
cur any where in the body , Such as 
In the leg. The most common 
place, howev er, is the body wall 
of the abdomen. Part of an or­ 
gan, such as a loop of bowel, 
may 
then push through and form a 
•mall lump beneath the skin. 
Usually Disappears 
Many y oung infants are seen 
with a hernia at the nav el caused 
by a weakness of the abdominal 
wall. This ty pe usually disap­ 
pears by the time the child is two 
y ears old. If it does not, the child 
should hav e an operation. Very 
large hernias at the nav el usually 
require an operation aa soon as 
possible. Sometimes the phy si­ 
cian can simply tape together the 
opposite sides of the opening, 
and thus help correct the hernia 
of the nav el. 
One of the commonest spots for 
hernia la infants and 
youn g 
children is the groin. Tills is 
known as an inguinal hernia. An 
apparent weakness at this spot 
Is usually present before birth, 
when a sac-like canal failed to 


close off as it n ormally should . 
AU in fan ts with this type of 
groin hern ia should be operated 
on . regard less of age. if they are 
n ormal an d gain in g weight. A 
very simple an d safe operation 
removes or ties off the sac th a t 
has failed to close by itself, an d 
there is hard ly an y likelihood 
th a t there wd li be a rupture there 
again . 
Often the hern ia becomes fix ed 
before it is d iscovered . In this 
case, the d octor should always 
see that it is pushed back to its 
n ormal position before the opera­ 
tion , in ord er to slmpUfy the op­ 
eration . 
It is n ot a good id ea to d elay 
operatin g on an in fan t with in ­ 
guin al hern ia. This con d ition can 
result in obstructin g the bowel or 
cuttin g off the blood circulation 
to an organ in sid e the hern ia. 
These complication s in child ren 
are much more d an gerous than a 
simple hern ia operation In th* 
han d s of a skilled surgeon .

An swer: The con d ition you d e­ 
scribe is kn own as pain in a phan ­ 
tom limb. Sometimes this can be 
relieved by in jection s to block the 
n erves. 
It m ight be well to place your­ 
self un d er the care of a n euro­ 
surgeon for the treatm en t of this 
d isturban ce.

“ THU VETERAN who entered 
the serv ice between Oct. 6. 194 5, 
and Oct. 6 , 194 6, may co u nt his en­ 
tire p erio d o f enlistment as eligibil­ 
ity time to ward GI training. Ho w­ 
ev er. if the v eteran entered t h e 
serv ice p rio r to Oct, 6. 194 5. he 
can co u nt o nly the time p rio r to 
Ju ly 25 , 194 7 , to ward his eligibility 
time. 
“ If a v eteran was in training o n 
o r p rio r to Ju ly 25, 1951, o r o ther 
cu t o ff date ap p licable to his case, 
and interru p ted su ch training be­ 
cau se o f no rmal Su mmer v acatio n 
o r fo r a reaso n bey o nd his co ntro l, 
he may resu me his co u rse within 
30 day s, o r at the first time enro ll­
